Christmastide at St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek 


In St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, there was a very beau- 
tiful and impressive Christmas Eve (midnight) 
choral holy communion service. In fact, it was a 
threefold service combining as it did a carol service, 
the celebration of the holy communion and _ the 
beautiful and very impressive candle-light service— 
the order being as follows: 


Promptly at 11:00 o’clock the vested choir of four- 
teen voices sang from the vestibule “Silent Night, 
Holy Night.” Then, the procession being formed, the 
choir proceeded up the aisle to their seats in the 
choir stalls. The singing of three beautiful old carois 
followed and just at 11:30 the choral celebration of 
the holy communion commenced and proceeded in 
rythm and crescendo until the reception of the ele- 
ments was reached at the early moments of the 
blessed Christmas morn. At the close of the celebra- 
tion and immediately preceding the announcement 
of the recessional hymn, the candle-light service took 
place, the choir then marching in procession down 
the center aisle with lighted candles in their hands. 


There were seventy-eight persons present at this 
three-fold service and all were charmed and uplifted 
by their midnight commemoration of the coming to 
earth of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


Following the service, the members of the choir 
and the vicar went carolling, singing the glad mes- 
sage at the homes of a number of the sick and shut- 
in members of the congregation. Then, to happily 
climax it all, the choir members and their friends 
repaired to the hospitable home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Elmer Cameron, where delightful refreshments were 
served. 

On Christmas morning a 10:00 o’clock service was 
held for the Sunday School children, followed at 
11:00 o’clock by a second celebration of the holy 
communion. So passed in joy and gladness, at St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church, the blessed Christmastide.

A program for the more adequate financing of the 
school was adopted by the Provincial Co-operative 
Committee at a meeting on November 28. Those pres- 
ent at the meeting were Bishop Robert B. Gooden, 
chairman; Rev. A. R. Merrix, secretary; Rev. E. B. 
Clark of Santa Rosa and Rev. H. H. Shires of Ala- 
meda. Bishop Edward L. Parsons and Rev. W. R. H. 
Hodgkin, D. D., represented the board of trustees and 
Rev. Schuyler Pratt the faculty. 

Two events of special interest marked the closing 
weeks of the fall semester. On November 29 Frederick 
M. Crane of the Diocese of Los Angeles and a student 
at the school was ordained to the diaconate by Bishop 
Gooden at St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley. The entire 
school participated in the service, the students form- 
ing a choir under the direction of Alfred J. C. Bayley, 
A. A. G. O., F. R. V. G. M., organist of the school. 
During the Christmas season the students of the school 
—-under the direction of Miss Ursula Faucit-—present- 
ed two selections from mediaeval miracle drama at 
St. Paul’s Church, Oakland, and All Souls Church, 
Berkeley. The selections were the shepherd scene from 
the second Shepherds Play of the Wakefield or Towne- 
ley cycle and the scene of the coming of the kings, 
from the Chester cycle.

Quiet Day at St. Margaret’s House

On December 14 a group of about twenty spent a 
day of quiet at St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley. Social 
service was the key thought of the day, representatives 
from the Churchwomen’s Committee on Social Serv- 
ice and the Woman’s Auxiliary forming the nucleus 
of the group. The day opened at 10:00 a. m. with cele- 
bration of holy communion, followed by a series of 
meditations led by Dean Newell. The dean first created 
an atmosphere fitting to the day, reminding the group 
of the need of setting apart a time in one’s crowded 
program for quiet and of forming a receptive state of 
mind. She pointed out that if one wishes to attain that 
peace and serenity so essential to an effective personal- 
ity we have only to turn to Jesus for his way of life 
aiid his meaning of the universe and make his way 
our. 

During the lunch hour there was a directed discus- 
sion on the churchwoman’s place in social service ac- 
tivities of the community, which maintained the spir- 
itual plane set by the dean in the morning’s meditation. 


After a period of quiet relaxation in the lovely sur- 
roundings of St. Margaret’s, the group gathered again 
in the chapel for two afternoon meditations. The dea- 
coness devoted the first to the place of social service in 
the churchwoman’s activities and the second to the 
role of the Church in the community, wherein it fails 
and wherein it triumphs—stressing the point that the 
Church is the organ through which we express to the 
world the basic truths exemplified in the life of Jesus. 


Those who shared this day felt they had been truly 
blessed and were sincerely grateful to Dean Newell.

The Bishop’s Page 


“The people that know their 
A New Year’s Message God shall be strong and do 

exploits,” says the writer of 
the Book of Daniel. He must have had in mind espe- 
cially those marvelous companies of Jewish patriots 
who under the leadership of the great Judas Macca- 
beus did immortal exploits, routed vast armies of the 
oppressing Syrians and won the independence of the 
little nation. 

They faced a ruthless and powerful enemy. So do 
we! Our enemy is not an armor-clad host sweeping 
upon us in war. It is “hard times,” unemployment, 
distress, starvation, reduced incomes, cherished enter- 
prises hampered and in the Church curtailment of for- 
ward work, drastic and pinching economy. We need 
the driving strength of those Jewish bands against 
these enemies. We need exploits of courage, vision, de- 
votion. We need to put to flight that terrible enemy, 
fear. Defeatism must be driven away and selfish ab- 
sorption in our own troubles. 

All of us know people who, under the terrific pres- 
sure, have wilted, collapsed. Every parish knows peo- 
ple who say, “We can’t do anything about it.” But we 
can. We can meet our personal troubles with real 
strength. We can in our parishes do great exploits in 
setting things right, in reaching people with hope and 
cheer, in finding the means for all the essentials of the 
Church’s work. 

But how? What says the prophet? “The people that 
know their God shall be strong and do exploits.” The 
requisite for it all is to “know God.” To know Him is 
not to know about Him. It is not to know the cate- 
chism or to repeat prayers. To know God is to take 
Him into our lives, knowing Him not as one knows 
one’s best friend; but better than that. One can not 
always turn to one’s human friend. 


One can always turn to God. On waking, in busi- 
ness, in the home, at bed-time our thought and prayer 
may go to Him. In temptation, in trouble, in doubt, 
He is always there if we want. Him; and all this daily 


companionship. takes on new life and meaning if .we 
know Him in the worship of the Church, if we live 
more and more in His presence, because more and 
more ‘we come under the: power of Christ in the Gos- 
pels, in the Holy Communion and in thé’ ministry of 
the Word. To know God, I repeat, is to take Him into 
our lives. 

Dear people of the Diocese, I give you these aficient 
words to think over at this New Year, to take them 
as a motto for 1933 if you will: “The people that vont 
their God be and do be 


“Never. in ‘the history of the 
The Church’s Budget National Council has there been 
sO momentous a meeting as the 
one of last. week. ” (December 14.) So runs the first 
sentence of the special report sent out to the bishops. 


_ Needless. to say it was momentous not because some 
great forward step was taken but because of the seri- 


ous curtailment of the work of the Church, with the 


possible abandonment of some fields. Salaries have 
been cut; greatly reduced appropriations have been 
made for secretarial work, travel and the like; and 
Bishop Burleson has been commissioned to undertake 


a most careful study and evaluation of all the do- 


mestic mission field, with a view to further reductions. 
The appropriation to this Diocese for the Chinese and 
Japanese missions has been reduced from $2500 to 
$1575. All this.is not pleasant. reading but..we must 
face the facts. They are there and we must do our part 
in meeting them, for we all have our share in the life 
of the Church. How are we to meet them? 


The Diocese must pay its pledge for 1932 to the 
National Council. That is a sacred obligation. We con- 
fidently expect the parishes and missions to pay their 
pledges to the Diocese, pledges upon which is based 
our pledge to the National Council. 

So much for 1932. What about 1933?. The question 
goes back to the parishes. We must not reduce the 
small pledge we have made for the general work. We 
certainly must not reduce the diocesan budget to the 
point of cutting further our already small salaries nor 
of adding to the army of the unemployed any of our 
clergy. A great and loyal effort on the part of the par- 
ishes is our need. 

But when we speak of the parishes it all goes back 
to the people of the Church, to you, the loyal and de- 
voted laity. 

Your incomes have been cut in a vast number of 
cases. Your savings have gone in others. Many of you 
have no jobs. Some can not give at all. But—and this 
is the point—there is nothing with which you are con- 
cerned ‘so vastly important as the life of the Church. 
It is a hard matter to budget; but in our budgets we 
must put the Church in one of the first places. It is a 
time when, to paraphrase what we used to say in the 
war, our giving to the Church, as to the welfare work, 
may hurt. It will mean some sacrifice; but it is sacri- 
fice for the things which count most. Read over the 
New Year’s message at the head of this column. We 
can do great things with the help of God. “The: peo- 
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ple that know their God shall be strong and do ex- 
ploits.” 


Before the next issue of 
this paper the Diocesan 
Convention will be held. I 
want to call attention to the two changes in program. 
Instead of the three dinners on Monday night we shall 
join in one great diocesan dinner. The thought of the 
committee in charge and of the organizations which 
co-operate in this is that in this particularly hard year 
it will be helpful for everyone to get the enthusiasm 
of a great combined dinner. 

The other important change is of the missionary 
rally from Wednesday to Tuesday evening. The change 
is made so that delegates to Convention who can not 
easily stay over until Thursday may be able to attend 
this great service of inspiration and reconsecration. 

There will be at least two and possibly three impor- 
tant matters coming before the Convention. The pro- 
posed preferential voting, the budget for 1933 and 
possibly some proposals in regard to representation in 
Convention. 

Let us try in this hard year to have a splendid at- 
tendance at Convention, House of Churchwomen and 
Woman’s Auxiliary. The coming together will be of 
great help to us all, both individually and for our 
parishes.—F. L. P.

St. Mark’s Parish, Berkeley, has a fine group of 
young people who assist the rector, the Rev. Dr. W.

a beautiful residential section and offers an excellent 
opportunity for real community work. It has been 
allocated to us by the Council of Comity. The Areh- 
deacon had dinner with Mr. and Mrs. William Davis 
and then met with a group of representative men and 
women of the community. Mrs. ‘George Harlow, the 
devoted and efficient superintendent of the Church 
School, told how in the short time the work has been 
under way the enrollment has grown from 20: t6 67 
children. All present felt that the undertaking is dis- 
tinctly worth while and pledged their support and co- 
operation in helping to make it more effective. A_ 
local committee of ten has been appointed to work 
with the Rev. Enoch Jones, vicar of St. Edmund’s, 
Richmond, in devising ways and means for develop- 
ing the undertaking. The members of this commit- 
tee are leaders in Mira Vista and with proper guid- 
ance a successful community project, under. the 
auspices of our Church, is assured. The auspicious 
beginning reminds the Archdeacon of the start of St. 
Francis, San Francisco, which has grown so re- 
markably in the past seven years.

Each Advent season All Saints, Watsonville, has a 
preaching mission for children, conducted by the 
rector, the Rev. Allan Geddes. This year the main 
topic was ‘Soldiers of Christ,” with sub-topics in- 
cluding (a) “The King;” (b) “The King’s Soldiers;” 
(c) “The Work of the Kingdom;” (d) “The King’s 
Army.” The meetings were after school each after- 
noon of the week, from 4:00 to 5:00 o’clock. There 
was a good attendance of boys and girls and the in- 
structions aimed at giving more adequate preparation 
for confirmation. Mr. Geddes is one of our diocesan 
preaching missioners and his work at All Saints is 
most effective. 

All Saints, Palo Alto, which led our parishes and 
missions last year in pledging more than its full 
quota for the Church’s Program, is planning to do 
the same this coming year with an additional $100. 
This certainly is encouraging and bespeaks somewhat 
of the excellent work being done under the leader- 
ship of the rector, the Rev. Oscar F. Green. 


Over twenty years ago a small group of. Church 
women living in San Leandro organized St. Mark’s 
Guild and accumulated a fund to be used some day 
for the purchase of a piece of property. The original 
group existed only a few years and the organization 
died but the fund was held in trust in the hope of 
future development. During the past few years occa- 
sional cottage meetings have been held in San Le- 
andro but nothing of a consistent effort was made 
until recently when the Rev. Ernest P. Runnels, vicar 
of Trinity Church, Hayward, went over to meet with

the Church people living in San Leandro. They urged 
him to give them a service each Sunday morning at 
9:00 o’clock and they expressed a wish that their 
children might have the privilege of Church School 
instruction. Within two months the work has made 
a very commendable growth, there now being an en- 
rollment of over 60 children in the Clhiurch School. 
The people have rented an attractive cottage in 
Herma Court, where the services and Church School 
sessions are held. The congregation pays its own way. 
There is a Guild of some twelve ladies, with Mrs. 
Flewellyn as president. There is a mission board of 
five laymen, namely, Messrs. Kenny, Medhurst, Hard- 
wick, Krull and Larson. There is a good volunteer 
choir, with Mrs. Hardwick acting as organist. The 
Archdeacon visited the work on the third Sunday in 
Advent and although the hour of 9:00 o’clock is not 
particularly convenient and although the weather was 
inclement—in fact, San Leandro was experiencing a 
snowstorm—the room where the services are held 
was filled with an earnest and devout congregation. 
Mr. Runnels feels that there is a real opportunity in 
San Leandro and that our work in no way conflicts 
with the work of the Community Church, which is 
over a mile away. Mr. Runnels’ services are deeply 
appreciated and he is doing a good piece of construc- 
tive work. 

On a recent visit to St. Mark’s Mission, King City, 
the Archdeacon catechized the Church School on 
“The Office of Instruction” and promised each child 
a Prayer Book just as soon as the “Office” was learn- 
ed by heart. Deaconess Thayer, who is in charge of 
the school, has sent in the names of the following 
who have passed the examination: Billy Brunetti, 13 
years; Betty Stark, 14; Dorothy Coleman, 13; Gladys 
Coleman, 11; Ernestine Brown, 14; Henrietta Brown, 
10; Margaret Brown, 8. So the Prayer Books were 
sent with a little line of congratulations. 


In honor of their new rector, the Rev. Lindley 
Miller, and his wife and family, the people of the 
Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, gave a delightful 
afternoon reception and tea on December 17, There 
was a large attendance of people of the parish, to-

gether with friends from neighboring churches, The 
Bishop and the Archdeacon attended, as did the dean 
of the Convocation of San Jose, the Rev. Mark Rifen- 
bark. All united in wishing Mr. and Mrs. Miller much 
happiness at San Mateo. 

On the Sunday before Christmas the Archdeacon 
visited St. Andrew’s, Lomita Park, in the morning; 
Trinity, Hayward, in the afternoon; and the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, Belmont, in the evening. The 
work at Lomita Park, until recently, has been part of 
the parish of San Mateo but has now been turned 
over to the Diocese. Mr. Percy Woodhouse is _ the 
faithful lay reader and superintendent of the Church 
School. There was present a congregation of seventy- 
six people. Early in January the Archdeacon plans to 
visit the people and to confer with them regarding 
plans for making the work more effective. With the 
rapid growth of the peninsula district we feel there 
is a good opportunity for real community work at 
Lomita Park. At Trinity, Hayward, the Archdeacon 
officiated at the wedding of Raymond Jewett Burr, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Williard Burr, prominent mem- 
bers of the church, and well known throughout the 
Diocese. In the evening, at the Chapel of the Good 
Shepherd, Belmont, an inspiring choral service was 
held. Dr. George St. Kilda is the lay reader in charge 
and his self-sacrificing labors for the good of the 
work are much appreciated. Here again the Church 
ministers to the entire community, the congregation 
including members of all denominations. Dr. St. 
Kilda is ably assisted by Mr. Horace Duckinfield, or- 
ganist and treasurer of the mission. |

The Rev. J. Henry Thomas of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Eastern Oregon has accepted the call to the 
rectorship of St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley, and will 
begin his new duties January 1.

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Annual Report of the Field Department 


The year 1932 is regarded by the members of the 
Diocesan Field Department as the most successful 
year since its formation. Regular meetings have been 
held and a fine spirit of loyal co-operation has been 
manifested in all its undertakings. 

There are twenty-four active members, represent- 
ing the leading parishes of the Diocese, in addition to 
which we have been developing an associate mem- 


bership consisting of a keyman in every parish and 


mission. 

During Lent the mite box offering of the children 
of the Church was stressed as a means of augment- 
ing the parish or mission pledge to the Church’s Pro- 
gram. The Whitsuntide appeal for the mission work 
of our Church at home and abroad was successfully 
promoted, the Diocese of California raising over 
$4700 for this purpose—an amount of $700 more 
than its pro-rated share. 

During the summer the literature for the fall cam- 
paign was ordered and distributed to the parishes 
and missions. 

The fifth annual Lay Conference was held over the 
Labor Day weekend at the Menlo School, Menlo Park. 
Sixty-one men were present, representing thirty par- 
ishes and missions. All were inspired and enthused 
by the well-balanced program. The general theme of 
the conference was the “Promise of Power” and the 
addresses were of high order. We feel that it was the 
best conference ever held. Plans are already under 
way for the next conference and we hope that every 
parish and mission will be represented. 


The department had the privilege of meeting with 
Bishop Burleson, assistant to the Presiding Bishop, 
and talking over with him the conditions facing the 
national Church and the need of greater courage in 


meeting the situation and of greater co-operation of 


all parishes and missions with the plans of the Na- 
tional Council. 

At the annual dinner given by the Field Depart- 
ment to the clergy of the Diocese plans for the fall 
canvass were outlined and a diocesan timetable was 
presented regarding the proper steps required for 
adequate preparation for the Every Member Canvass. 
Information was sent to all the clergy regarding the 
work of our own diocesan missionaries serving in the 
foreign field. Publicity was given the Field Depart- 
ment plans through the medium of The Pacific 
Churchman. 

Twenty-one parishes and missions were visited, 
either by members of the Field Department or by 
the Rev. David R. Covell of the National Council, in 
the interests of the Every Member Canvass. The 
Field Department also had charge of the program at 
the fall meetings of Convocation.

Deficit or Donations? 
By Mrs. Gregory H. Davis 
At the officers’ meeting held on December 30 an- 
nouncement was made by the treasurer, Mrs. Norton, 
that the diocesan activities the Auxiliary supports 
must be discontinued or the Auxiliary treasurey will be 
empty and our account balance in the red. At present 
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the only fund favorably situated is the Altar Fund. 
The diocesan expense fund for the coming year con- 
tains only $62 but the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund is the 
most seriously depleted. 

Mrs. Sherman has asked the convocational vice- 
presidents to reach the parishes of their districts, of- 
fering to explain the use and value of the diocesan 
funds. Be prepared to hear from Mrs. Mitchell, Mrs. 
Bacon, Mrs. Holmes and Mrs. Babcock. . 

It is particularly urgent that every member of the 
Auxiliary understand what the Bishop’s Auxiliary 
Fund supports. It pays $75 to a deaconess in the Sal- 
inas Valley, $80 for Chinese and Japanese work and 
$25 to a woman city mission worker. Each of these 
obligations must be met monthly. This fund at pres- 
ent is practically non-existent, perhaps because every- 
one has not understood the vital nature of its work. 
It is hoped that contributions to it may be increased 
to help better its balance. 

Perhaps one reason why diocesan funds have fallen 
off so is that each Auxiliary branch has felt consider- 
able financial pressure and has found it easiest to cut 
diocesan contributions. In any large organization this 
is true of the small units. They feel that the central 
organization is extremely powerful and that just a 
little support will not be missed. How wrong this atti- 
tude is! In a crisis what is needed is a little more 
support. 

Annual Convention February 8 

Auxiliary Day for the annual Convention will be 
held on February 8. Due to the shortening of the 
Convention time the House of Churchwomen and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary will meet together for the morn- 
ing session at 9:45 a. m. A 65-cent luncheon at the 
Fairmont Hotel will be followed by the business ses- 
sion of the Auxiliary. At that time the nominating 
committee will bring in a nomination for president, as 
Mrs. Sherman’s term of six years will be concluded. 
The program for the day is being planned by Mrs. 
Sherman and Miss Bakewell. It is intended to close 
both the morning and afternoon sessions with an ad- 
dress by a distinguished speaker.

A Cathedral of the People 


_ (Editor’s Note: The following article by Mr. Frank 
C. MacDonald, general president of the State Building 
Trades Council, requires no introduction. Mr. Mac- 
Donald is an outstanding exponent of labor and the 
laboring man in California and has greatly influenced 
our civic life. His memorable address in the old crypt 
on employment is historic and it is hoped that he may 
live to see the completed structure, in which he ex- 
presses so deep an interest, when he will again be asked 
for such a message as only he can give.) 


' The workmen of San Francisco are glad that it has 
been determined to resume the work of completing 
the construction of Grace Cathedral. They have been 
unable to reconcile the fact that work upon this temple 
of worship was stopped at a time when San Fran- 
cisco’s largest army of unemployed workmen were in 
greatest need. They realize that the temple is not being 
built merely to furnish men with employment. They 
knew, however, that the monetary cost of construct- 
ing Grace Cathedral is but a trivial sum compared 
with the great wealth of San Francisco and felt that 
stopping work on this magnificent temple must be ac- 
cepted as a challenge to San Francisco. 


The resumption of work and the determination to 
continue on until the completion of the Cathedral is 
to them the only answer that the Christian people of 
a great city should have to that challenge. The work- 
men believe that it is a proof of the abiding faith of 
Christian men and women. The workmen regard the 
resumption of the construction work as most timely 
because they feel that it sets an example to the people 


generally who seem to lack faith in themselves, their 
Nation and their God. 

At this time of national stress, when amidst our 
greatest abundance we have our greatest number of 
unemployed, when men and women anxiously seek 
work that they may earn enough to live and also that 
they may create the things necessary to sustain and 
advance our civilization, workmen are becoming more 
and more impressed with the thought that there is 
imperative need of a more active Christian spirit 
more closely conforming to the Golden Rule. It would 
appear that in the mad scramble for wealth, amidst 
our greatest abundance, our conscience has become 
dulled and the fulfillment of our obligations to our 
fellow men neglected. This condition would seem to 
jeopardize the perpetuity of our Nation and to chal- 
lenge our Christianity. The resumption of work upon 
Grace Cathedral points the spiritual way to a greater, 
nobler confidence. 


In the great, cosmopolitan city of San Francisco 
there is room for many temples. Some wonderful 
temples have been built at a time when the cost of 
their construction represented little sacrifice on the 
part of the people. The completion of Grace Cathedral 
doubtlessly will necessitate sacrifice upon the part of 
those who contribute to its construction but, after all, 
does not that additional sacrifice represent a true meas- 
ure of the Christian spirit of the donor. 


It would appear, therefore, that when this majestic 
Cathedral has been completed it should be regarded 
as the more truly exemplifying the true Christian 
spirit and should cause this temple of worship to be 
the more enshrined in the hearts of the people.
